CROPS IN SOUTH 
ALMOST RUINED 


Continued Dry Spell Has Done 
Serious Damage South of 
C.P.R. Main Line 


MAY BE TOTAL LOSS 
North of Didsbury, where Rain 
Has Been Plentiful Crops 
Are All Right 


According to. several gentlemen 
who arrived in Edmonton Jast night 
from the southern part of the prov- 
ince,. the crops in the district south of 
the C PLR. main line and east. of 
the Macleod branch have been almost 
ruined by the continued dry spell. 

“Everything is in a very bad state 
down there,” said one man. “From 
present indications it would seem as 
though the crops in that part of the 
country will be a total loss. Even in 
the event of heavy rains coming now, 
it is very doubtful if it is not too late 
to do any good. Down there, you 
know, the season opened very éarly, 
and the dry weather and hot winds 
that have been so prevalent for the 
past month, have just about killed all 
the growing grain.” 4 

Another gentleman in attempting 
to describe just how bad conditions 
were down there, said: 

“It is so bad that even the news- 
papers should not make mention of 
it.” 5 

The country that is affected, is of 
course only a small portion of the 
province. From Didsbury north all 
the crops are in a most flourishing 
condition. Rain has been fairly plen- 
tiful, and everything points to bumper 
crops. Then, also‘in the district west 
of the McLeod branch of the C. P, R 
there is every indication of a plentiful 
harvest.

Strathcona Clergyman Tells of the 
Debate in the Presbyterian 
General Assembly

WAS A RECORD MEETING 


Mr. Millar Speaks Interestingly of 
Part West and Westerners 
Took in Deliberations 


The Rey. J. M. Millar, M.A, of the 
Presbyterian church, Strathcona, who 
returned on Saturday from the annual 
General Assembly of the Presbyterian 
church held this year in Ialifax, Nova 
Scotia, gives an exceedingly interest- 
ing account of the convention and the 
work done. 

This was the fourth assembly held 
in) Halifax. sinee the first assembly 
was convened in 1877. It was held in 
the old-fashioned St. Matthew's 
church, where Principal Grant held 
sway. Nearly four hundred delegates 
were present and the meet{ngs were 
said to be the best that have been 
held in the history of the church. 

Front Alberta, seven commissioners 
were sent to Walifax, amongst whom 
being the Rev Dr. McQueen, of Ed- 
monton; Rev. J. M. Millar, of Strath- 
cona and Rev. W. G Brown, of Red 
Deer; and presented to the Assem- 
bly the petition of the Synod of Al- 
berta in regard to the establishment 
of a College in connection with the 
Strathcona University. © The assem- 
bly found that the amount of. business 
was so great that the question of 
the college for Alberta was ‘referred 
to a large committee with Professor 
Dyde, of Queen's University in’ the 
chair, and other prominent men such 
as Principal Mackay, of Westminster 
College, Vancouver, Rev. C. W. Gor- 
don (Ralph Connor), and Rev. J. A. R. 
Dickson Gault, Ont, were members 
of the committee which granted the 
petition of the Synod to build the 
college. Dr. Dyde, in a short speech 
complimented the representatives of 
Alberta warmly on. their ‘enterprise, 
and the wisdom with which they had 
dealt with the whole question The 
assembly were greatly interested in 
the proposal, but it was not before 
there had been a heated debate on 
the subject that the motion of Rev. J. 
M. Millar to grant the petitien, was 
adopted 

Mr. Millar in his speech pointed out 
the tremendous growth of the popula- 
tion of the province and the phenom- 
énal development of, the university 
and said that the “Presbyterian church 
must obtain some of the picked gradu-

TERRIBLE STORM 
SWEPT NEW YORK 


It Followed Immediately After 
the Big Parade in Roosevelt’s 
Honor 


FIVE PEOPLE KILLED 


Minor Accidents Were Reported 
From Every Part of the 
Great City — 

New York, June 20.—On the heels 
of the reception to Roosevelt came a 
deluge. Two hours after the parade 
that had-escorted him up Fifth avenue 
had disbanded, the whole metropolitan 
district was swept by the most vio- 


lent storm in months. In twenty min- 


utes .06 of an inch of rain fell while 


the wind attained a velocity at times 
of 58 miles an hour. 

Vive deaths were reported. Four 
others are believed to have been 
drowned in the capsizing of a fishing 
smack off Long Island, while scores of 
others had = narrow ‘escapes In 
Brooklyn Frank Ross was killed) by 
an uprooted tree. In Flushing L. 1. 
Julius Joska, 15 years old, was killed 
by lightning . The engineer of a 
Long Island brewery was buried un- 
der a smoke stack which the lightning 
toppled over He was killed. An 
eleven year old boy in Brooklyn was 
fatally hurt by falling plate glass. 

Only the coolness of the perform- 
ers and employes of the Forepaugh 
& Sells Bros. circus prevented a panic 
in the tents spread on Manhattan field. 
Under the first blasts of the wind, 
the huge tent began tugging at its 
guy ropes. The spectators began to 
rise in their seats, but the performers 
continued their acts and the circus 
hands hurried through the throng, 
warning all to remain seated. Minor 
accidents without end were reported 


to practically every police station in 
the city. es

Some of the difiiculties in the 
way of this trade were heavy and 
discriminatory freight rates, a practi- 
cal monopoly in the handlinz of dress- 
ed meats, and no commercial stand- 
ards of quality for hay. Mr. Bower 
pointed out that the railways favored 
Alberta products going east, owing to 
the Jonger haul for them, but in the 
Co-operative Association selling they 
had done much better in B. C. than 
they possibly could have done at Fort 
William, especially in oats. Winnipeg 
and Edmonton were two cities hostile 
to the promotion of inter-proyincial 
trade between Alberta and B. C.; ‘It 
might help the Alberta farmer, but it 
would not help them,’ the Edmouton 
people said.” ecg

The King’s govern- 
ment must be carried on, and in such 
a situation what better man could be 
chosen to carry it on than the Chief 
Justice of the province, provided he 
were willing to undertake the task? 
This is the natural defence of Mr. Sif- 
ton's action, and in the view of the 
highest expediency his case is a good 
one. 

There is another phase to the ques- 
tion, however, and it is whether a 
man, once he goes on the bench, has 
a right to maintain even a sentimen? 
tal and inanimate alliance with any 
political party. Justice Sifton’s —ac- 
tion is taken as proof that when he 
took the ermine he remained a Liber- 
al. This opens up the whole ques- 
tion of what partisanship is. Are we 
to bar from the bench every man who 
has ever taken part in politics? The 
proposition is untenable. It would 
deprive tthe bench of the services 
of some of the ablest men in the com- 
munity, for many brilliant and high 
spirited men are naturally politicians. 
Moreover the best judge is not neces- 
sarily the most profound Jawyer, but 
the man who possesses the wide 
knowledge of human nature which 
the enlightened pursuits of politics 
teaches a man. The idea that our 
politics suffer most from partisanship 
will hardly bear examination. ‘The 
men who have done most to promote 
a miasmic condition of corruption in 
certain departments gt Ottawa are 
not partisans in the genuine sense 
of the word. They are largely men 
who were Conservatives prior to 1897 
and who are actuated not by party 
fealty but by personal greed. Par- 
tisanship in its strongest forms is to 
be found in men of the highest honor. 
It is customary to speak in this city 
of certain individuals of the most 
scrupulous character as “fine o'd Tory 
gentlemen.” The thick and thin Tory 
or the thick and thin Grit may not 
inspire us with any great respect for 
his intelligence, but no one holds him 
in dishonor. Partisanship with clean 
men, being largely a matter of tradi- 
tion, temperament and inheritance, 
it is nonsense to suppose that the 
lawyer who reads his commission as 2 
judge, shakes off in the twinkling of 
an eye party sympathies almost as 
irradicable as the color of his hair. 
It will be remembered that Sir Oliver 
Mowat retired from the bench of On- 
tario to lead the government of his 
province after the abolition of plural- 


ity representation compelled Hon, Fd- 
yard Blake to choose between resign- 


ing the Premiership of Ontario and 
retaining his seat in the House of 
Commons. Hon §. II. Blake retired 
from the bench to resume private 
practice and was for years an active 
Liberal campaigner. Who shall say 
that either of these men was the whit 
jess honorable or fair as a judge be- 
cause his appointment did not des- 
troy his Liberal sympathies? Why 
then should the action of Mr. Justice 
Sifton in attempting to restore order 
out of chaos in Alberta be regarded 
as sinister?

The 
experiment has resulted in the dis- 
covery of a hitherto unappreciated 
characteristic of the human heart, 

It has been shown that a healthy 
heart nullifies practically the effect 
of gravity on the blood streams of 
the body, Prof. Leonard Hill, who 
conducted the experiments, explains 
that when a healthy man. stands up- 
tight the blood pressure in the ves- 
sels in the neck is about equal to a 
column of 120 millimeters of mer- 
cury. The pressure in the vessels of 
the lower leg is much highter, about 
190 millimeters , on 
action of gravity 
column of blood, 

Theoretically, if a man is turned 
upside down the leg pressure should 
therefore fall to about 120 millime- 
ters, since gravity is no longer act- 
ing, while the arm and neck pressure 
should rise to somewhere about 
190 millimeters. In the case of the 
inverted student it was found that 
although the leg blood pressure im- 
mediately dropped to about 50, there 
was no corresponding rise of pres- 
sure in the neck and arm vessels. 

In other words, the healthy heart 
has power to adapt itself to any pos- 
ture we may assume and yet keep 
the blood pressure in the important 
parts of the body, particularly in 
the heart and head vessels, at the 
normal. The abdomenal cavity ith 
its great network of large vessels, is 
used. as a reservoir into which the 
blood froim the limbs can be poured 
so as never to overcharge the heart 


on the vertical

All depends of course, on whether 
the heart is in a healthy condition, 
for experiments. on rabbits have 
shown that the organ Joses its ability 
to regulate ‘automatically the blood 
Pressure when the muscular. tissues 
are lax through want of exercise.
